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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD 


We respectfully submit the he foodie as an itemized ac- 
count of the financial. report of the School Board, for the 
year ending February 16, 1917: In our judgment, good work 
has been done in all the schools, and each teacher has will- 
ingly co-operated with the Supervisor and School Board i in 
their efforts for efficient service. The attendance during 
the spring and fall terms was very satisfactory, but owing to 
an unusual amount of sickness, the work of the winter term 
kas necessarily been interrupted in several of the s¢hools, 
For the welfare of the schools, we would suggest, that those 
interested in them attend the School Meeting, and by their 
vote retain and encourage the present Supervisor, who has 
proved her ability for and her interest in the work, This 
year, for the first time we are required to use the check- list 
in School Meeting, and we ask each legal voter in the School 
District, desiring to vote, to make sure their entire name is 
correctly placed thereon. Corrections or additions can be 
made, on the afternoon of March seventeenth, from one 
o'clock till the School Meeting is called to order, or by send- 
ing your name to any member of the School Board. The. 
usual minor repairs have been made in all the schools. In 
No. 1,curtains have been supplied, the stained glass re- 
placed, and the furnace cleaned, and a flag and pole bought 
from No. 2 school. 

The following is an estimate of the amount needed to 
meet the statutory obligations, and is a notice to the Select- 
men, as required by law.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 
to the Board of Education and Citizens of Windham, N. H.:— 

I herewith submit my third annual report. 

Our earnest endeavor has been to furnish the boys and 
girls of Windham with good schools, and although not yet 
reached the goal desired, they are getting nearer to our con- 
ception of the work that the public schools ought to accom- 
plish. The Program of Studies for the Elementary Schools of 
New Hampshire i is used as the standard, and we have tried to 
adapt the subject-matter to the needs of the children. With 
most every “Course of Study” it is necessary to make some 
variations in order to adapt it to the needs of our own 
community. 

Five schools have been maintained, and the total registré an 
tion for the fall term was 72 and the whole number of differ ent 
pupils registered during the year was 86. 

We hope to have thirty-six weeks of school divided into 
three equal terms. The prevalence of whooping-cough and 
severe colds necessitated the closing of No. 2 school for two 
weeks, and No. 6 for an indefinite time, much to our regret. 
In No, 3 some time was lost owing to the illness of the teacher 

but the school will continue longer in the spring, so the time 
will be made up, as will also the time lost in No. 2 school. 
_ There were the fund terms last spring of two weeks in 
No. 2 and No. 6 and three weeks in No. 4. 

The fal! term opened with two new teachers, Miss Rose 

Dearborn, who had tauzht three years in No. 3 school, re- 
signed because of the loss of a boarding place nearthe school, 
and she wished to s,end part of the year at her home. Miss 
Dearborn i is a teacher of long experience and marked ability 
and her work was thorough and efficient. 
_ Miss Mary E. Glidden of Claremont, a Keene Normal 
graduate with twelve years of experience as teacher in the 
Newport schools, was appointed to fill the vacancy, and she 
s doing effective work. | 
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Miss Faye A. Dame, who had taught nearly two years in 
the No. 6 school, resigned to accept.a position as teacher of 
English and French in the Pennsylvania State Normal School 
Miss Dame was also an excellent teacher and we always regret 
to have such teachers leave us. Her place was taken by Miss 
Hazel M. Gleason of New Durham, a.teacher of four years’ | 
experience, and having » New Hampshire State teacher's 
certificate. She did good work. / 

During the past year the work in the schools has con- 
tinued to progress satisfactorily. Greater enthusiasm and an 
increase in the desire for self-activity have been shown by 
the pupils. We havetried to bring the pupils up to grade in 
their studies andto make the work in our schools a as uniform 
as is, possibie. 

When we consider that no two children have equa 
ability, thatno two have the same disposition, that each has} 
his individual neéds and peculiar characteristics, it becomes 
more evident that children cannot justly be placed in ranks 
and required to mark tine and keep step with others along 
their common school career. I do not believe in keeping 
children back who are easily able to go faster than the aver- 
age, but rather they should be given all the encouragement 
possible to complete the regular course in AeRs time, provided 
it can be done well. 

Some minds mature earlier than others. Some dull at 
six or seven, at ten or eleven exhibit sckolarly ability. 

There is no encouragement to backward pupils in. permit-— 
ing them in classes beyond them, where they cannot under- 


stand, for the greatest incentive and ‘inspiration to such, is 
the delight of being able to comprehend what they study. 
Such need judicious management, there should be no irregu- 
larity in their attendanc» and when obliged to be absent their 
lessons must be made up. 

The teachers are instructed to give special attention, and 
assistance to pupils who progress too slowly, and are not 
“making their grades.” This help and encouragement will 
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most always enthuse and inspire them to do their best. In 
some cases it is due more to mental inertia and a lack of the 
true habit of study than lack of ability. Pupils who have no 
liking for work should be made to cultivate one, for without 
it they can never succeed in whatever they may undertake. 

The attendance this year has been very good until the 
present term, when sickness and severe colds have caused 
quite a number of absences. Absence on account of sickness 
is unavoidable; the state allows no other excuse for keeping a 
child at home. The State Attendance Law applies to illega} 
and persistent tardiness—ten dollars for the first offense and 
twenty for every subsequent offense. There are one or two 
cases which must be eradicated, for it is not right for the 
pupil or the school. 

A few additions to our supply of text-books and supple 
mentary readers have been made within the year, but only 
those that were necessary with which to do good work, We 
have been trying to improve the reading in our schools, and 
to incite a greater interest in the reading of books. It is very 
important that the child early acquire a taste for reading and 
it should be wisely directed. A great aid to this is the schoo] 
-. library, if the books are carefully selected, and the town libra- 
ry also can be of great service to the schools. I wish it had 
more books for the younger children. If only a few were 
added each year, and one or two reference books, it would 
s9on have a valuable collection. Who can over estimate the 
value of good books? 

All the schools have a small collection of books and sev- 
eral of the teachers with the help of the children, have added 
to these. The No. 5 school have secured over fifty most 
excellent books from the Educational Publishing Society by 
selling tickets for a school library, and the gift of eight books 
from Mrs. Frank Mortram givesthem a total of sixty books. 
Through the ardent interest of the teacher, Miss Alice A. 
Nichols the school will soon be in possession of a nice book 
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case. She has also secured a number of exhibits for the 
school, and through the U.S. Forestry Department at Wash-— 
ington, has had the use for two weeks, of an exhibit on all 
kinds of wood and another of photographs of almost every 
phase of lumbering. These were very interesting and in- 
structive. 

The tcacher, Miss Mary I. Wilbur and the pupils of the 
No. 1 school have also made quite an addition to their collec- 
tion of books, and are now trying to get sufficient equipment 
with which to do some work in manual training. 

Last year quite a number of the pupils planted and cared — 
for schoc] and home gardens. Whiie the interest is not great 
ut is increasing and much moreis to be hoped for in this 
-direction. at 

Last June eleven pupils received diplomas for the com-— 
pletion of the grammar school course, and in the fall, eight 
entered Pinkerton Academy and three the Nashua High 
school. The graduation exercises were held in the town hal} 
which was prettily .decorated. Principal Poor of Pin 
kerton gave a very interesting and helpful address to the — 
graduating class, on the elements of success. The singing of 
‘several pieces by the schools was under the direction of Miss — 
Marguerite HK, Clark, of Derry. The exercises closed with the 
Glass song. ten 

Pupils entering the Nashua High School have been 
required to have some understanding of Algebra and English 
history, and these have been taken up, and since the Junior 
High has been started there, plans must be formulated where- 3 
by more studies can be taken up in the seventh and eight — 
grades for those desiring to enter the High School. 

We would not forget to express our thanks and appre- 
ciation to Mr. Robert W. Jackson for his continued generosity 
and interest inthe No.5 school. He has recently provided 
‘the play-ground with a teeter board, vaulting bars and seats 
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which afford the children much pleasure, and at Christmas 
time he remembered each child with a gift. 

Our thanks are also due to Mrs. Caroline Nason for the 
gift of twenty large pictures of authors and eminent men, and 
to Mrs. Frank Mortram for the gift of eight books for the 
school library. 

Again we would ask more of the parents and others to 
visit our schools, that they may have a better understanding 
of the work being done, and help to eucourage the teacher 


_ and pupils. 


In conclusion, I wish to thank the teachers and the mem- 
bers of the School Board for their loyal support and hearty 
co-operation. Let us all, as patrons of our. schools, both in 
financial help and sympathetic well wishing, do our best to 
have our schools stand in the van of educational advance- 
ment.
